AN ACT to repeal chapter 404 of the general laws of 1862, enti-
tled ¢-an act to regulate tbe license and keeping of dogs, and to
repeal chapter 176 of the general laws of 18¢0, ‘an act to regu-
late the license and keeping of dogs,’’’ and to repesl all laws
amendatory thereof, so far as said acts or any portion thereof ap-
Pply to or are in force in Sauk county.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrron 1. Chapter 404 of the general laws of 1862, Repesl-
“an act to regulate the license and keeping of dogs,
and to repeal chapter 175 of the general laws of 1860,
‘an act to regulate the license and keeping of dogs,’”
and all acts amendatory thereof, so far as said acts or
any portion thercof apply or are in force in Sauk
county, are hereby repealed.
